Washington—Senator Knox, Penn- 


sylvania, Wednesday

Knox's resolution was referred to 


the foreign relations committee. 


It was 'n the "simple declaratory 


form" which President Harding in 
his message 
Tuesday said he would 


approve. 


The text of the resolution follows. 
"That the joint resolution of con- 


gress passed April G, 1917, declaring 
a state of war to exist between the 
imperial German government and the 
government and people of the United 
States and making provisions to pros- 
ecute the same, be, and the same is 
hereby repealed, 
and said state of 


war is hereby declared at an end: 
Provided, however, that air property 
of the imperial German government 
or its successor or successors, and of 
all German nationals which was, on 
April 6, 1917, in or has since that 
date come into the possession or un- 
der control of the government of the 
United States or any 
of its officers, 


agents or employes, from any source 
or by any agency whatsoever, shall 
bo retained by the United States, and 
no disposition thereof made, except 
as shall have beon heretofore or spe- 
cifically hereafter 
be provided 
by 


congress, until such time as the Ger- 
man government has, by treaty with 
the United States ratification whereof 
is to be made and with the advice 
and consent of the senate, made suit- 
able provisions for the satisfaction of 
,aH claims against the German govern- 
ment of all possessions wheresoever 
dominated, who owe permanent alle- 
giance to the United States and who 
have suffered, through the a;ts of the

Washington. —• Congress 
buckled 


down Wednesday to the big job cut 
out for it in President Hardmg's mes- 
sage.

While the house ways and means 


committee was putting the enlarged 
emergency tariff bill in form for pas- 
sage Thursday or Friday, the senate 
finance committee organized for sales 
tax and tax reform hearings, which 
Senator Penrose, chairman, said would 
start soon. 


Republican leaders, conferring aft- 


er Harding's message, decided to lump 
the emergency tariff and anti-dump- 
ing bills into one measure and touch 
it off with an angle of foreign ex- 
change adjustment. 


This made necessary further com- 


mittee action Wednesday and 
post- 


poned for one or two days the pas- 
sage of the bill by the house. 


"However, time will be saved in the 


long run," said Representativp Toung, 
North Dakota, in charge of the emer- 
gency measure. 


"Under this plan we will have both 


the emergency tariff and anti-dumping 
measures out of the house and up in j 
the senate bv Fndav at the latest" 


The Toung bill, reported Wednesday 


in accordance with the new program 
is made up of the old Fordney emer- 
gency tariff bill with rates unchanged 
the anti-dumping bill and contains an 
exchange fixing clause.

will be affected by this new feature 
Because- of exchange disparities, tariff 
duties on imports from those countries 
to the United Slates would 
be in- 


creased from three to five times by 
this plan.

Madison—The market bill creating 


a trade commission which would have 
jurisdiction over every class of busi- 
ness in the state, was ordered en- 
grossed Wednesday by the assembly.

45 to 43, after a two hour debate. 


The bill in its present form is the 


most far reaching legislation ever ac- 
cepted by a Wisconsin 
legislature,

One amendment, offered by A, E

from Janesville, 


was adopted. This amendment denies 
the commissioner absolute authority 
by permitting review by the courts of 
decisions relating to fair practice in 
trade.

time. Tho assembly refused to over- 
ride the governor's veto of the emer- 
gency appropriation of $30,000 to the 
warden department of the conserva- 
tion commission by a vcte of 23 to 38. 


Tho assembly also refused to con- 


sider the Holly resolution condemn- 
ing the Esch-Cummms railroad law 
and sent it to the judiciary commit- 
tee for consideration.

London.—Facing industrial 
death, 


Great Britain Wednesday made hercu- 
lean efforts to meet a general strike 
called for Friday night by the triple 
alliance. 


Driven by the implacable miners, 


demanding nationalization of industry, 
railway and transport workers pre- 
pared to aid them in stopping all 
business and the circulation of neces- 
saries of life. 


Premier Lloyd George for the first 


time seriously threatened 
with 
de- 


feat, renewed his efforts to avert dis 
aster and bring about a settlement of 
wage disputes. 


Officers of the triple alliance re- 


mained in session They declared their 
men already had gone to the support 
of the miners m many instances. They 
denied that any large portion of their 
following objected to the strike call 
without a refendum. 


Reject Government Offer 


The government offered a national 


wage board but refused to compel col- 
liery companies to pool their profits. 
Without discussing the point, miners 
leaders declared the offer was unsatis- 
factory and departed to call out their 
allies in the triple alliance, the rail- 
way and transport workers 


The prune minister confident that 


the miners did not wish to be concili- 
atory, issued orders lor the battening 
of preparations to combat the expect- 
ed strike. 


More soldiers and sajlors were re 


cruited and more volunteer workmen 
assigned to jobs to be deserted by un- 
ion men. 


The choice between government and 


union service was difficult for work- 
ers who had seen service m the army. 
In general, however, they decided for 
the government. 


Protect Loyal Workers 


The premier announced that union 


men who do not want to strike- will be 
protected by armed foices it neces- 
sary. He declared that their positions 
will not be jeopardized m the final set- 
tlement. The sole hope m the pres- 
ent situation was the fact that the 
triple alliance gave a warning of 48 
hours before the strike becomes ef- 
fective. 


Government officials declared their 


belief that not more than 50 per cent 
of the railway and transport workers 
will obey the strike order 


The attitude of the miners led to the 


general belief here that they did not 
desire a settlement of their dispute 
but were bent on attempting to force 
a system of nationalization 
on the 


mining industry. 


Railwaymen and transport workers 


were told that they would suffer wage 
cuts next summer if they do not sup- 
port the miners now. 


Wanted Action Tuesday 


Following their rejection of govern- 


ment proposals last night, the miners 
attempted to persuade their allies to 
go through with the strike originally 
set for midnight Tuesday. The rail 
way and transport workers refused to 
issue the strike can, because, 
they 


said, it would have been impossible to 
notify all workers in the country 
within the few hours left them. 


The attitude of the rank and file 


of the triple alliance was hard to de- 
termine. While in Scotland and south 
Wales there were many meetings call- 
ing for support of the miners, execu- 
tives here received 
many messages 


urging them not to call a strike.

This means 
that railway rates and the cost of opera- 
tion must be reduced, because traffic can- 
not bear present rates, and the president 
frankly says so. Just, how operating costs 
are to'be brought down as a basis for re- 
ducing rates is a process which may well 
tax the. ingenuity of congress to define. 
Mr. Harding desires to eliminate the bur- 
den of heavy armament, but he soundly 
says that this cannot be done "until there 
is removed the need to defend.'' He treats 
such subjects as business development.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


rrim-ipal interest in President Har- 


ding's iirst address to congress was of 
course in his declarations touching for- 
eign policy. 
His attitude toward the 


League of Nations and a declaratory reso- 
lution by congress terminating the war 
with tlir central powers has been awaited 
with more than usual interest. 
As was 


forecast, the president rejects the Knox 
peace resolution but approves action by 
congress which would end the technical 
state of war "with qualifications essen- 
tial to protect all our rights." AVhile he 
says it would be unwise to undertake to 
'•ma-kc a statement of future policy with 
respect to European affairs" in such a 
declaration of a blate of peace, he holds 
''it would be idle to declare for a sep- 
"arate treaties of peace with the central 
powers on the assumption that these alone 
would be adequate: because the situation 
is so involved that our peace engagements 
cannot ignore the whole world relation- 
ship and the settlements already effected, 
nor is it desirable to do so in preserving 
our own rights and contracting our future 
relationships." This must be considered 
as definite a statement as could be made 
on the subject of separate peace, and it 
presents the matter in an entirely differ- 
ent phase than originally conceived by 
Senator Knox. If we arc to have peace 
by a der-laratory resolution we can have 
it with better grace with these qualifica- 
tions than without them. 


Although the president declares unre- 


servedly against the ''existing League of 
Nations. " he also says in the course of Ms 
message "the wiser course would seem to 
be Ihe acceptance of the confirmation of 
our rights and interests as already pro- 
vided and to engage under the existing 
treaty, assuming, of course, that this can 
be satisfactorily accomplished by such ex- 
plicit reservations and modifications as 
will secure our absolute freedom of inad- 
visable commitments and safeguard all 
our essential interests." This paragraph 
refers particularly to the question of sep- 
arate treaties of peace, but its possible 
bearing upon the League of Nations will 
not be'overlooked. Mr. Harding does not 
reject the League as the basis for what 
lie"refers to call an association of nations. 
'What he rejects presumably is the league 
in its present form. What he really fav- 
ors is not disclosed: we are as much in the 
dark as ever. 


It will still be possible for the irrecon- 


cilables to believe that the president 
stands with them and it will still be pos- 
sible for the pro-League Republicans to 
assume that their views will ultimately be 
the solution of the problem. There pos- 
sibly would be more justification for the 
hopes of the former were it not for the 
fact that Mr. Hughes is secretary of state. 
The subject of a Lea-gue of Nations is in 
reality left 
to be worked out. Mr. 


Hughes will he master of the situation in 
the end and we still prefer to believe that 
he will find a way to resolve the theories 
of the president into an acceptance of the 
League remodelled 
to thoroughly safe- 


guard American interests. "We think we 
can safely assume that Mr. Hughes will 
not wreck what is obviously good and 
what necessarily promotes the peace of 
Hie world in the Versailles treaty. League 
included. All of which is to say that the 
foreign and peace policies of the admin- 
istration arc yet to be worked out. 


In domestic affairs the country will be 


pleased to note that the president places 
first importance on a readjustment of in- 
ternal taxes and revision or repeal of 
"those taxes which have become unpro- 
ductive and are so artificial and burden- 
some as 1o defeat their own purposes." 
This, of course, must include excess profits 
taxes. 
He recommends immediate tariff 


legislation "emergency in character and 
understood by our people that it is for the 
emergency only." If congress docs no 
b^ier than it did the last session this is 
•ot going to be so mily accomplished, 


agriculture, good roads, merchant marine 
and finance with clear analysis and heal- 
thy discussion. His recommendations are 
well considered. As a whole it is a read- 
able message and one that the people will 
commend.

States which are favored by nature 


often fail to appreciate their adva-ntages 
until they have been depreciated to snch 
an extent as to be of little value. This is 
true of natural beauty and it is true of 
Tvild life. Many communities, many states, 
have lost opportunities for the preserva- 
tion of magnificent scenery and parks 
through indifference toward or actual en- 
couraffement of commercial encroachment.

the depletion of wild life.

WATER, WATEB, EVERYWHERE 


From Hie neck up man consists of a mixture of 


ibout two-thirds bone and one-third water and fat, 
with just a dash of gray matter in some cases. 
^rom the neck down, aside from the bony skeleton, 
more than two-thirds of the body weight is water. 


One cannot change the amount of water in the 


body br merely drinking more or less water with 
that, intention. But the character of the food taken 
has.much to with the proportion of water in the 
ti"5sues. Edema (formerly spelled oedema) is the 
medical term for swelling of the body or any part 
of it. caused by effusion of watery liquid into the 
tissues: such as the general edema of certain cases 
of heart disease, nephritis and other 
conditions, 


commonly called dropsy. The war edema which oc- 
curred among under-nourished Europeans was found 
to be curable by a more nutritious diet or by rest 
without change" of diet, rest in bed restoring the 
balance between intake and output of energy. 
But 


this is no argument in favor of more rest for the 
obese. 
The lack of milk hi some countries during the 


war interfered with the Karell regimen for heart 
disease and other conditions associated with boggy 
tissue' 
Some very good substitutes were devised. 


R. Isenschmid reports in Scbweiwrische medizin- 
iscbe Wochenschrift (consult a nose and throat 
spwjialist if this causes alarming symptoms) some 
substitutes that have proved very successful. 


A quart of water or fruit juice may be used in 


place of the skimmed milk; together with a pound 
of potato, cooked without salt, taken in five portions 
through the day. Another substitute for Karell 
regimen is the banana regimen, taken 
much 
the 


<*ame as the potato regimen. But banana is a. great 
deal more nourishing than potato. Isenschmid ob- 
serves that these regimens,are poor in salt; and 
a restriction in the salt intake has always been 
recognized as helpful in ridding the body of an ex- 
cess of water. He mentions one patient with ex- 
treme edema, rebellious to Karell regimen plus 
medicines, who lost in eleven days about thirty 
pounds of water on a dicet of a quart of milk, sir 
ounces of bread buttered, and two eggs daily—no 
salt. 
People whose diet includes excessive proportions 


of carbohydrates, such as prepared cereals, denatur 
ized white flour breads, sugars, cakes (and that 
means most of our flat-dwellers), are usually water 
logged and physically deficient for that reason. Sucl 
a diet, like a vegetarian diet, creates an abnorma 
craving for salt. Too much salt causes a retention 
of too much water in the tissues, not necessarily 
edema, but an abnormally large proportion of water.

roughs believed that a high serenity 
may be gained from it, that the man 
who seeks to live by the laws of na- 
ture will in the long run be the hap- 
piest. His own life was certainly the 
most 
convincing demonstration 
of 


that philosophy. Serene, sane, inde- 
pendent in thought and act, supreme- 
ly reflectiye, he stood aside from the 
t'muhi'ed and violent current of Ameri- 
by him as a 
troubled and violent 
can life. Life rushed 


in nil feverish states.

We have laws to pro- 
perly protect fish in the spawning season 
and to protect game from ruthless slaugh- 
ter and extermination. 
These laws arc 


sound, humane, 
reasonable, desirable. 


There is nothing in the fish and game laws 
which imposes a hardship upon any per- 
son. There is nothing in them to which 
the true sportsman cannot unreservedly 
subscribe. 


Observance and enforcement of these 


laws are alike of great importance to the 
state. They are the real test of game and 
fish conservation. They will tell whether 
we are to enjoy these sports a generation, 
hence or not. There is no reason why we 
earmot keep our streams and lakes well 
stocked with fish indefinitely. There is no 
reason why we cannot have excellent dnck 
and bird hunting indefinitely. 
There is 


no reason -why we cannot have trapping 
and deer hunting for years to come. We 
can if 'we are not hogs. "We can if we re- 
spect the right of fish and game to create 
their species in peace. The great majori- 
ty of sportsmen respect this right, law or 
no law. But there are some who do not, 
law or no law. They will catch fish by the 
wholesale before their eggs arc hatched or 
•while on their spawning beds. They will 
kill game in the breeding season. 


These persons are not sportsmen. They 


care nothing for the preservation of game 
or fish. They are hogs. Tf we permitted 
them to have their way WP would soon bn 
without fish and game. To supprett them 


for supply demands on muscle energy, which is one 
reason why children should not be denied sugar 


Emerson and who published his last 
wok this year! For no less than 60 
years—almost 
two generations—he 


was an author in active practice. 


His life was his real masterpiece. 


Not that his works are not valuable. 
He was an essayist of real distinction, 
,nd a sound philosopher. He taught 
„ great many how to find beauty and 
nterest in the out-of-doors, and per- 
japs he taught a few how to "accept 
the universe" as he did, seeing life 
clearly, 
with all 
its 
hazards and 


lardsbips, its soon and certain e<rf, 
eaningr on no supernatural faith or 
hope of future existence,

achieving serenity. 


That was what he preached, 
and ; 


whether he preached it convincingly 
or not. he certainly practised it with 
dignity and success. He began life 
as- a poet: Later he became an essay- 
st. and finally his whole thought and 
effort turned to science. All of his 
Jater writings were designed to win 
men over to the scientific view of life. 


Burroughs, like most scientists, re- 


jected religion. He could not believe 
in a future life or in a Creator of the 
Universe. He began his intellectual 
development at a time when Darwin's 
theory of evolution was still a scnsa- 
tian. when religious men were still 
declaiming against it, and 
scientific 


men were declaiming against religion, 
and some benighted visionaries were 
trying' to reconcile the two. Bur- 
roughs of course took the scientific 
side, and DarWin became his idol. 


Many of his later essays reflect this 


intellectual conflict of his youth. He 
wrote somewhat as though the great 
war of the last century between re- 
legion and science 
were still going 


hotly forward, as though he did not 
realize that a truce had long since 
been called, the scientists 
and 
the 


partisans of revealed religion going 
their separate ways. And yet none 
of Burroughs' writing seems irrele- 
vant or out of datP. For he was al- 
ways trying to persuade his readers 
to "love nature, to understand nature, 
to sec that their real salvation lay in 
a life of intelligent adjustment to na- 
ture's laws. 


Xot a Sentimentalist 


Burroughs created 
through 
his 


writings a whole army of sentimental 
nature lovers—of ladies who rave over 
sunsets and bird songs, and tell you 
how sweet and lovely nature is. Ho 
must have viewed these disciples of 
his with horror. For he saw nature 
as a mighty relentless force, of which 
man is an accidental product. He saw 
that the life of man is a brief and 
hazardous .thing, subject to a thou- 
sand chances of Injury and destruc- 
tion. 
He saw how man, longing to 


dignify himself 
and 
his life, 
had 


come to believe in future states and 
in personal creators. He understood 


mob dashes by some qtilet, astonished 
bystander. Here were men, hot after 
money, men worn and torn by am- 
bitions. m«n following all sorts of re- 
ligions and superstitions and isms, 
some in ecstacy and some In anguiah. 
Here was almost . everythig save a 
man at peace with himself and with 
his fellows. 
His Creed 


Burroughs, out of hie vast s«renity, 


spoke to the mob gently. He bade 
these excited ones to be calm, if only 
because their futile little lives were 
not worth getting excited abont. He 
bade them stop and notice how beauti 
ful was sunlight on water and the 
:ong- of a mockingbird and the first 
green of spring. He suggested that 
ince they were here for such a. little 
while it anight be well to pause for a 
moment and to enjoy the beauty and 
wonder of the spectacle of life.
